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Lottery fund backs 

Palace House plan

THE Home of Horseracing 
Trust’s grand plans to refurbish 
Newmarket’s Palace House have 
moved a step closer to fruition. 

The Heritage Lottery Fund (HLF) 
this week gave its initial support to 
the trust’s £4.2m plans for Palace 
House and Stables. 

The project was among just four 
nationally to receive the initial go-ahead. 

The plans will see Palace House restored 
to its former glory, and the site transformed 
into a horseracing heritage centre. 

The project will also create a new home 
for the National Horseracing Museum, as 
well as a gallery to showcase the exquisite 
collections of the British Sporting Art Trust. 

The first-round pass secured by the trust 
- formed in 2005 to build on the work of 
Forest Heath District Council to redevelop 
the site, the town and surrounding area - is 
being seen as a sign that HLF believes the 
project has the potential to go far with the 
help of lottery money. 

Peter Jensen, chairman of the Home of 
Horseracing Trust, said: “We are obviously 
thrilled to have received the support of the 
Heritage Lottery Fund. 

“The redevelopment is vital for the future 
of Newmarket as a tourist destination and 
we are all totally committed to seeing the 
vision of a new cultural quarter for the town 
achieved.

“Our fundraising progresses in 
earnest and we still have a great deal of 
work to do but it is marvellous news.” 

Detailed proposals for the site must 
be submitted within two years for the 
project to be in the running for the £4.2 
million. 

Robyn Llewellyn, head of the 
Heritage Lottery Fund for the East of 
England, said: “Palace House and 
Stables is wonderful example of a 
community-focused project which 
represents the very best of the UK’s 
heritage - in this case, Newmarket’s 
thriving horseracing industry. 

“We are pleased to be giving our 
initial support to the National 
Horseracing Museum’s plans to 
revitalise the site and look forward to 
working closely with them in the 
coming months as they develop their 
project further.” 

Chris Garibaldi, director of the 
National Horseracing Museum, said: 
“We are absolutely delighted to have 
received this news - it is such a positive 
affirmation of the project and of all the 
hard work of the team delivering it. 

“It is particularly welcome, following 
on as it does from a number of other 
important pledges received from pri¬ 
vate philanthropic donors. 

“This first round pass from the HLF 
firmly establishes the viability of the 
project.” 

Suffolk County Council has already 
approved a capital grant of £1 million 
towards the total cost of the £10.9 
million project. Forest Heath District 
Council will add another £713,000. 

The museum on the new site could 
be opened by 2013. 


Milkman proves he’s the cream of fundraisers 

A MILKMAN has been using his delivery 
round to raise money for a leading 
cancer charity. 

Alan Lock, who delivers across 
Cambridgeshire, including the office of 
Cambridge MP Julian Huppert, was 
sponsored for the miles he walked on his 
round last week, with all the money going 
to Macmillan Cancer Support. 

Along with the 28 other milkman 
employed at Plumb’s Dairy in Balsham, 
Mr Lock hopes the money raised will top 
last year’s total of £10,000 and help to 
swell the £80,000 the rounds men have 
raised in the last 10 years. 

Mr Lock is an orthopaedic technician 
by profession and was one of the first to 
develop carbon fibre callipers. 

He has worked making artificial limbs 
at Cambridge’s Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

But now he can be found on his daily 
milk round delivering to around 450 
customers from Swaffham Bulbeck, 
through Bottisham, Fen Ditton, 

Cambridge and Balsham six days a week. 

In addition to the 1,700 bottles of 
semi-skimmed milk, he also takes coal, 
logs and even compost on his float to his 
customers’ doors. 

Mr Lock said: “People still like to open 
their front doors and find fresh milk 
waiting for them. I deliver to schools, 
businesses and homes. 

“I have a lot of elderly customers but a 
daily milk delivery is popular with the 
younger ones too.” 

Mr Lock called into Mr Huppert’s 
constituency office to collect empties and 
his sponsorship money. 

Mr Huppert said: “I wish Alan and his 
colleagues all the best. 

“This is a great idea, raising money for 
charity while walking the miles to deliver

FARMERS on a small 
family business are staring 
into the abyss due of 
rocketing feed prices. 

Roseanna Thompson’s family, 
her brother in-law’s family and 
her parents in-law, are all supp¬ 
orted by the Fenrose Farm in 
Isleham. 

But, the 43-year-old said, 
thanks in the main to soaring 
feed prices, the farm had failed to 
turn over a profit for the last two 
years. 

The increase in the price of 
feed in September last year, 
which she attributes to spec¬ 
ulators and the weather, she said, 
had added £1,300 on to the price 
of their weekly feed bill - and 
they cannot go on much longer. 

The family sat down in April to 
discuss the future of the farm and 
decided to reassess their sit¬ 
uation at the end of six months. 

Mrs Thompson said: “I think 
we would not leave the farm, we 
would do our utmost to stay 
within farming.” 

The JM and MA Thompson and 
Sons farmers might have to give 


up pig farming and introduce 
more cattle or sheep, but that 
would be a last resort, she said. 

She added: “We would do out 
utmost to keep the business 
going but we might have to look 
in a different direction.” 

As a result of the difficulties - 
not only facing her family, but the 
whole British pig industry - Mrs 
Thompson has written to sup¬ 
ermarkets as part of the National 
Pig Association’s Pigs Are Still 
Worth It campaign to ask retailers 
to pay a better price for pigs and 
stock more British products. 

Although the Thompsons do 
not sell their meat to the largest 
supermarkets, Mrs Thompson 
said if the big stores paid more 
for the meat, abattoirs would pay 


producers more. 

According to BPEX, a levy 
organisation created to help 
farmers get the best value out of 
their pigs, pig farmers are cur¬ 
rently make a loss of between £15 
and £20 on each animal. 

Mrs Thompson said: “I think 
we should be supporting British 
products a lot more, that is our 
aim. 

“We are very passionate about 
our way of life, our welfare stand¬ 
ards and out fantastic product. 

“It would be a sad day when 
there are no longer any pig 
farmers left in Great Britain. 

“That could be the case if you 
cannot afford to feed the ani¬ 
mals.”

Man accused 
of £135k fraud 


A MAN is being accused of 
exaggerating his injuries 
following an accident at 
work and defrauding his 
way to a £135,000 payout. 

Colin Hayward, 47, said he was 
left depressed and fit for only 
light work after he injured his 
back whilst working for David S. 
Smith Packaging Ltd in New¬ 
market. 

The accident happened in 1998 
and Mr Hayward, who lives in 
Newmarket, was handed 
£135,000 in 2003 despite the 
company’s insurers, Zurich, 
being suspicious from an early 
stage and accusing him of 
exaggerating his disabilities. 

But in 2009, more than a 
decade after the accident, Zurich 
took legal action against Mr 
Hayward, accusing him of 
defrauding his way to the 
settlement, after his next door 
neighbours, Mr and Mrs Ian Cox, 
contacted them and claimed that 
there was nothing wrong with Mr 
Hayward.

London’s Civil Appeal Court 
heard how Mr and Mrs Cox 
believed Mr Hayward had acted 
dishonestly. 

The court heard how they told 
Zurich he “was capable of 
walking about quite easily and 
did so when at home but that he 
used two sticks when he went out 
because he was aware of the 
possibility of surveillance”. 

Mr Hayward’s lawyers have 
argued Zurich’s case against him 
should be thrown out. 

As the insurance company had 
voluntarily settled the case in 
2003, its bid to re-open it was an 
“abuse of process”, they claimed. 

However, Lady lustice Smith, 
sitting with Lords lustice Moore- 
Bick and Maurice Kay, ruled it 
was in the public interest that 
Zurich should be allowed to 
pursue its case. 

The judge said: “I have con¬ 
sidered the two conflicting prin¬ 


ciples of finality of litigation and 
the need to protect the 
administration of justice from 
the effects of fraud. 

“I am of the view that the 
public interest in the integrity of 
the administration of justice, and 
the private interests of Zurich in 
seeking the investigation of these 
allegations of fraud, far outweigh 
the public interest in the finality 
of litigation.” 

However, the judge emphas¬ 
ised that Zurich faces a tough 
task in proving Mr Hayward 
guilty of fraud. 

She said that “if he has not 
been dishonest, he will win and 
recover all his costs”. 

Lord lustice Moore-Bick said: 
“If it is to succeed in its action, 
Zurich will have to persuade the 
court that it was induced to agree 
to the settlement by fraud on the 
part of Mr Hayward, a task that 
may not prove easy.” 

Mr Hayward has always denied 
the accusations.

Jail for man with 
offensive weapon 


Knife amnesty moves to town 


A MAN who responded 
to a false call for help 
from a drunken friend 
has been jailed. 

David Armitage, 25, form¬ 
erly of Bridge Farm Close, 
Mildenhall and now of no 
fixed address, appeared at 
Ipswich Crown Court on 
Tuesday after pleading guilty 
to affray and possessing an 
offensive weapon. 

He was jailed for eight 
months. 

Naomi Turner, prosec¬ 
uting, said Armitage was 
called by his friend, Sean 
Brown, on February 24, who 
claimed he was being ass¬ 
aulted. 

Last month Brown, 23, 
formerly of Mildenhall and 
now living in Bildeston, was 
jailed for 16 weeks for using 
threatening words and beh- 
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aviour during the incident in 
Bridge Farm Close, Milden¬ 
hall. 

Mrs Turner told the court a 
woman living at flats in 
Bridge Farm Close had seen 
Brown kicking a parked car 
and had shouted at him to 
stop. 

Brown became abusive, 
and when two men went to 
close the communal doors to 
the flat, Armitage arrived 
brandishing a metal bar from 
a set of dumbbells. 

Mrs Turner said Armitage 
told the men “let’s talk”. The 
two men locked themselves 
in a flat, while outside, Arm¬ 
itage and Brown, both bare¬ 
chested, banged on the bani¬ 
sters with the metal bar. 


Armitage made a number 
of threats towards the men, 
the court heard, including: “I 
know where you live. I’m 
going to get my boys round.” 

When officers arrived and 
went inside, Armitage was no 
longer carrying anything but 
was described by police as 
“very wound up”. 

Brown had also been ab¬ 
usive to the officers who 
called for back-up before 
arresting both men. 

The court heard Armitage 
had nine previous convict¬ 
ions for a total of 17 offences 
including affray and poss¬ 
ession of an offensive weap¬ 
on. 

Roger Harrison, defending, 
said that Armitage was “an 
impulsive young man” who 
had been drinking to help 
ease the grief of the death of 
his grandmother who had 


largely been responsible for 
bringing him up, and also the 
break up with his girlfriend 
after two years. 

Mr Harrison said: “Cert¬ 
ainly he shouldn’t have 
behaved the way he did but it 
was impulsive behaviour 
when he went to the aid of 
his friend.” 

The incident had been 
caused by Brown making a 
false call for help. 

Jailing him, Judge Martin 
Binning told Armitage that 
his sentence would be re¬ 
duced by the 94 days he had 
already spent in prison on 
remand. 

The judge made a rest¬ 
raining order banning 
Armitage indefinitely from 
going to Bridge Farm Close, 
Mildenhall. 


NEWMARKET is to host 
Suffolk’s year-long knife 
amnesty for the next two 
months. 

Two red mobile amnesty 
bins are visiting other police 
stations across Suffolk in 
addition to the four secure bins 
situated outside Mildenhall, 
Ipswich, Bury St Edmunds and 
Lowestoft police stations. 

One of these mobile bins will 
be situated at the police station 


in Vicarage Road during June 
and July. 

Anybody with a blade can 
drop it into the bin anon¬ 
ymously between 9am and 
5pm when the station is open. 

During the mobile bin’s 
eight-week visit to Stowmarket 
police station, 100 items and 
blades were handed in. 

The deposited knives will be 
taken away to be recycled.

Were councils 
offered estates?

From auctions 
to flower club 



ONE of Newmarket’s 
finest has thrown her 
weight behind a brain 
injury charity after suff¬ 
ering a head injury just 
a few years earlier. 

In 2008, Hayley Turner, 28, 
became the first female 
jockey to ride 100 UK Flat 
race winners in a calendar 
year, and with 44 victories 
already under her belt in 
2011, she is well on the way to 
beating her personal best. 

But Hayley suffered a head 
injury in 2009 when a horse 
broke its shoulder and flung 
her to the ground. 

The jockey, who has lived 
and worked in Newmarket for 
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a decade, bled from her ears 
and bruised her head, and 
there was a time when she 
feared she would have to give 
up racing. 

She said it had been a very 
frustrating time, adding: “My 
job is my passion - I really 
enjoy it. I was a big lost for a 
while.” 

Hayley was originally stood 
down from racing for 12 
months, but appealed the 
decision and, incredibly, was 
back in the saddle just four 
months after the accident. 

She recently paid a visit to 
Headway Cambridgeshire, 


and decided to use her 
position in the racing 
industry to do what she could 
to promote the charity. 

While she said work is too 
hectic for her to be very 
hands-on, she plans to stage a 
fundraiser for the charity in 
the winter, and in the mean¬ 
time wants to raise awareness 
of the charity through her 
presence on Twitter. 

She said: “There are a lot of 
head injuries in racing, 
something that is quite easy 
and simple for me to do 
would help them out a great 
deal.” 

The jockey’s efforts are 
already bearing fruit. 

Racing UK, her sponsors, 
won £1,250 for its coverage of 


the International Arabian 
Raceday at Newbury, and the 
horseracing broadcaster is set 
to pass its prizemoney 
straight to Headway Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

Andrew Gardner, chief 
executive of Headway Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, said: “It is great 
she’s involved. 

“She’s had some personal 
experience herself about what 
head injury is like, and is 
trying to do something about 
it, which from our point of 
view is great.” 

He said he hoped Headway 
Cambridgeshire’s association 
with Hayley would help raise 
Headway’s profile in racing 
circles.

Boss fined £2.5k 
over unsafe toys

COMPANY director Ian 
Ford has been fined 
£2,500 for importing 
and selling unsafe toys 
in Newmarket. 

Ford, sole director of I.K.F. 
International, was also 
ordered to pay costs of nearly 
£7,500 after pleading guilty at 
Bury St Edmunds Magis¬ 
trates’ Court to 12 breaches of 
the Consumer Protection Act 
and General Product Safety 
Regulations Act. 

It follows the discovery of 
plastic toy guns and a bow 
and arrow set in a Newmarket 
discount shop in May last 
year. 

Tests found the suction 
cups on the arrows and darts 
could easily become det¬ 
ached and posed a choking 
risk for young children. 

The toys, which were also 


not labelled with any warn¬ 
ings or instructions, also 
failed safety tests carried out 
by Worcestershire Regulatory 
Services. 


Nearly 5,000 items imp¬ 
orted by the Ipswich-based 
company were seized and 
magistrates have ordered that 
they should be destroyed. 


Cllr Colin Spence, Suffolk 
County Council’s portfolio 
holder for public protection, 
said: “Suffolk Trading Stan¬ 
dards take product safety ex¬ 
tremely seriously particularly 
when it comes to toys. 

“I am confident that this 
case will serve as a warning to 
other toys importers and 
retailers that unsafe toys will 
not be tolerated. 

“Mr Ford failed to ensure 
that the toys he imported and 
sold to UK retailers were safe, 
and as a direct consequence 
put children’s lives at serious 
risk of injury and death 
across the country. 

“If anyone has any con¬ 
cerns over the safety of the 
products they have pur¬ 
chased or have seen being 
sold, I would urge them to 
get in touch with Suffolk 
Trading Standards.”

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Fish put a spring in your step 


DUBBED the ‘piranha pedicure 9 , Britain’s newest beauty treatment has arrived in 
Newmarket. Reporter JACK GROVE experienced what it feels like to have your 
feet nibbled by flesh-eating fish. 


E DGING on to the seat in 

Kismet’s treatment room, the 
swarm of fish gather 
expectantly below me. 

I’m sitting in the window of Newmarket’s 
newest beauty salon and will soon plunge 
my feet into a tank filled with flesh-eating 
fish. It feels like a return to some strange 
medieval torture, but it is actually latest 
beauty craze sweeping Britain - the fish spa. 

As soon as I dip my heel into the water, 
the fish latch on. Lowering it further in, 
dozens more sweep round my toes and start 
the feeding frenzy. 

They are only diverted when I drop my 
second foot. The slimy wriggling is at first 
unbearable and I shut my eyes and can’t 
bear to look. 

But soon the initial horror gives way to a 
pleasant tingling sensation as the miniature 
carp fish feast on my feet. 

But, hang on, I’m quite proud of my feet 
and they’re hardly encrusted with huge 
amounts of dead or worn skin. 

The answer comes from Paula Harris, 
owner of Kismet, in Newmarket High Street, 
which already has a successful store in 
Cambridge’s Grafton centre. 

She says: “When you think you are 
wearing socks every day and they are 
rubbing against your sldn, you will soon 
have flaky skin. They will also go to work on 
your cuticles. 

“Some people describe it as an electric 


shock feeling. The fish aren’t actually biting 
though - they don’t have any teeth. They are 
just sucking.” 

And although new to Britain, the Garra 
rufa fish have been used for centuries for 
their healing properties in their native 
springs of southern Turkey. 

Known as ‘doctor 
fish’, they have been 
known to heal wounds 
and clear up skin 
conditions such as 
psoriasis and eczema, 
although people with 
infectious conditions 
are banned from using 
Paula’s tanks. 

One-tenth of the 
water is also changed 
each day and 
customers are 
required to have foot 
spa before entering 
the fish tanks. Paula 
adds: “We’ve never 
had any complaints 
about the treatment - it’s been 100 per cent 
positive. 

“And the water is very, very clean. If it 
wasn’t spot on, the fish wouldn’t survive.” 

Leaving the water after 15 minutes, my 
feet feel clean, fresh and glowing. I even 
have a spring in my step as I leave. 

A 15-minute minute treatment costs £15. 
Other treatments are also available.

T HIS time last 
year, life was 
good for Karen 
Warner. Having 
raised teenage 
daughter Kayleigh 
alone, she admits 
there had been tough 
times - but, finally, 
everything had fallen 
into place. 


She had a nice home, a 
great job, a loving new 
boyfriend. And she had 
plans for the future: to 
return to studying, maybe 
have another baby. 

But then, in an instant, 
Karen’s life changed 
forever. After suffering a 
series of major epileptic 
fits - which caused her to 
black out, convulse and 
froth at the mouth - the 
36-year-old was diagnosed 
with a rare and potentially 
deadly brain condition. 


“I describe it as a ‘life- 
taker’,” says Karen. “The 
minute I was diagnosed, 
life as I knew it stopped 
dead. I can’t work, I can’t 
drive, I can’t even have a 
bath on my own- 
someone has to sit with 
me, in case I have a 
seizure. 


“I can’t even go out of 
the house without 
thinking: I live in a 
maisonette up 28 concrete 
steps; those steps terrify 


“There are days when it 
really doesn’t affect me, 


Discovering she has a rare brain condition - leading to 
terrifying fits that can leave her hospitalised - has made 
Karen Warner afraid to leave the house on her own. 
“Some days I’m fine, others I feel like a caged animal - 
going from calm to raging wild,” she tells ALICE RYAN. 


when I feel fine and stay 
positive. But other days I 
feel like a caged animal: I 
can go from being calm 
one minute to absolutely 
raging wild the next... I 
get so angry and upset and 
emotional. I don’t know 
which way to turn, what to 
do, how to cope. 

“I have no control over 
my life any more. It sounds 
a bit morbid, but I don’t 
know how much time I’ve 
got left: maybe, in another 
year’s time, this condition 
will have taken my life 
away completely...” 

Karen has what’s known 
as a cavernoma in her 
brain. A cluster of 
abnormal blood vessels, it 
looks like a little raspberry; 
made up of tiny cellular 
bubbles, or caverns, they 
both absorb and leak 
blood. 

“Mine is about half-a- 
centimetre across,” 
explains Karen, who lives 
in Cambridge. “It’s just this 
tiny little thing, and yet it 
causes so much trouble.” 

Cavernomas, which can 
run in families, are 
estimated to occur in one 
in 600 people across the 
UK. But the vast majority 


never cause any problems: 
only one in every 40,000 
people suffer symptoms 
like Karen. 

When the ‘caverns’ leak 
blood, they can provoke 
everything from blurred 
vision, loss of balance and 
amnesia to weakness of 
limbs, seizures and even 
strokes. 

Doctors have told Karen 
that her cavernoma has, 
like a birthmark, been 
there since she was born. 
“Looking back, that makes 
sense,” says Karen. “I’ve 
had headaches, always on 
the right-hand side of my 
head, all my life. 
Sometimes I’d have to take 
time off work because I 
had what I thought was a 
migraine: my head hurt, 
my vision would go a bit 
blurry, I’d feel sick.” 

It was during one of 
those bouts of illness that 
Karen - who worked at a 
nursery and planned to 
train as a child 
psychologist - had her first 
fit. “I’d been off work for a 
couple of days. I got up 
this one lunchtime, to 
speak to Kayleigh before 
she went to work, and next 
thing I knew the 


paramedics were there.” 

Picking up the story, 
Karen’s mum, Jenny 
Page-Croft, remembers: 
“I got a phone call from 
Kay saying: ‘Mum’s 
fainted and hit her head, 
and I think she’s having a 
fit.’ 

“She was rushed to 
hospital and she’d had 
another fit before they 
could even get her off the 
trolley.” 

At the time, doctors 
thought the fits were a 
one-off; they suspected 
she’d fainted, banged her 
head on a radiator and 
fitted as a result of the 
injury. 

It wasn’t until 
November, when Karen 
suffered another bout of 
tonic-clonic seizures 
(formally known as 
grand mal attacks, they 
affect the whole brain), 
that CT and MRI scans 
were done - and the 
cavernoma discovered. 

“Every time she has an 
episode, she has three or 
four big fits,” continues 
Jenny, who works in a 
pharmacy. “It’s 
horrendous to see. It 
always follows the same

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pattern: her eyes glaze, 
she starts licking her lips, 
and then she talks 
gibberish, talks in 
tongues, and moans. 

“Then she’ll go stiff as 
a board and she foams at 
the mouth and gasps for 
air. 

“Seeing someone you 
love go through that is so 
frightening. And it takes 
her a long time to 
recover. They say each fit 
is the equivalent to 
running a marathon; she 
goes from her usual 
beautiful, bubbly self 
before the fits, to being a 
litde shadow 
afterwards.” 

If cavernomas occur 
on the surface of the 
brain, laser surgery is an 
option. But Karen’s is 
embedded deep in her 
right frontal lobe, 
rendering it inoperable. 
As a result, there is no 
cure for her condition; all 
doctors can do is 
medicate to keep her 
symptoms under 
control. And even the 
medication is far from 
perfect: despite upping 
dosages - she now takes 
400mg of anti-seizure 
meds a day - Karen has 
never gone more than a 
few weeks at a time fit- 
free. 

“I usually end up in 
hospital for a few days,” 
she says. “The last time I 
was in there, a few weeks 
ago, the doctor told me 
that, in my case, I might 
never reach the stage 
where I’m seizure free. 

“That is quite a 
difficult thing to think 
about. And I know that, 
for the rest of my life, I 
will always have the 
cavernoma. It might 
cause me more 
problems, or less. I don’t 
think it will kill me, but I 
can’t be sure - it might.” 

Forced to quit work 
amid health and safety 
fears, Karen says she felt 
a huge sense of loss. 
Securing benefits has, 
she adds, also been a 
battle. And, tired of being 
held prisoner by the 
concrete stairs, she is in 
talks with the council 
about moving to a 
ground-floor property. 

“More than anything 
else, being on the ground 
floor would make a huge 
difference to my life,” 
explains Karen. 



“Knowing I could have a 
fit any time has really 
affected my confidence 
and I hate going down 
those stairs. I have a little 
dog, a Jack Russell called 
Daisy, and it would be 
wonderful just to open a 
door and be able to take 
her out into a garden. 

“That’s something 
being ill has taught me: 
to appreciate the little 
things, the simple 
pleasures. It’s taught me 
not to be materialistic; 
it’s taught me what our 
priorities should be. For 
me, the best moments 
are waking up and 
seeing the sun shining; 
spending time with my 
daughter, who’s the light 
of my life; going for a 
walk in the park with 
Daisy; having a meal out 
with my partner Tom. 
Those are the positive 
things in my life, and I 
try to focus on them.” 

Karen credits Kayleigh, 
Jenny and Tom - along 
with a close-knit group 
of friends-with 
supporting her through 
the last few months. 
“Tom’s only a young lad, 
in his early 20s, and 
they’d only been 
together for about a 
month when Karen was 
diagnosed,” explains 
Jenny. “A lot of other lads 
his age wouldn’t have 
stuck around, but he has. 
It’s been a real baptism 
of fire, but he’s been 
absolutely brilliant.” 

Day to day, Karen 
endures headaches and 
memory problems; she 
admits being ‘so forgetful 
I can’t remember what 
we did last night’, and 
every bout of fits causes 
amnesia (last time she 
lost two weeks of 
memory). 

She and Tom 
would love to 
have a child of 
her own, but 
they have 
been warned 
that 

pregnancy 
would be 
problematic; 
remaining 
on 

medication 
could cause the 
baby harm, 
and giving it up 
could be lethal 
for Karen. 

Despite her 
illness, and the 


constraints it has placed 
on her life, Karen is 
determined to make the 
most of every day. 
Among other things, she 
is a talented artist and 
plans to paint more. And 
she and Kayleigh, J8, 
have just started training 
for the 5K fundraising 
run, Race for Life, held in 
Cambridge city centre 
every summer in aid of 
Cancer Research UK. 

“She’s doing the run in 
memory of my best 
friend, who sadly died of 
cancer last year,” 
explains Jenny. “I think 
it’s wonderful; typical 
Karen. She’s so brave.” 

Karen and her family 
decided to share their 
story with the Weekly 
News to raise awareness 
of cavernoma and 
understanding of brain 
conditions in general. 

“I am always worried 
about having a fit in a 
public place and how 
people might react,” says 
Karen. “If we can raise 
the profile of conditions 
like this, hopefully 
people will be 
increasingly 
understanding.” 

“I just take each day as 
it is,” she concludes. “I 
wake up and think ‘Let’s 
hope today is okay’ and 
then I get on with it. I 
have no choice: as I said, 
I’ve got this thing for life. 

“If I let myself get too 
depressed or down, all 
the positive things in my 
life - those precious 
happy hours with my 
family and friends - will 
be taken 
away from 
me too.

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Blind bears’ 
new lease of 
life from vets 


A TEAM of veterinary 
surgeons used their 
expertise to change the 
lives of blind and 
abused bears in India. 

Three ophthalmic surgeons 
from the Animal Health Trust 
(AHT) in Kentford have 
returned from an expedition 
working with sloth bears 
suffering the horrific 
consequences of the illegal 
sport of bear dancing. 

The bears’ noses are pierced 
with red-hot needles and a 
rope is fed through so their 
keepers can control them. 

They are then forced to 
dance on a burning plate and 
are often beaten by keepers. 

The practice leaves most 
bears blind by the age of 5 as 
the rope rubs across their eyes.

Claudia Hartley, from 
Cambridge, and her team 
from the AHT, working 
alongside the national charity 
International Animal Rescue, 
went to help. 

Miss Hartley and the other 
surgeons spent two weeks at 
the NGO Wildlife SOS in 
India, which rescues and 
cares for the bears. 

They assessed and treated 
more than 40 bears, including 
a young female called Lily, 
who underwent cataract 
surgery and had her vision 
restored - but many others 
were untreatable. 

Speaking to the Weekly 
News, Miss Hartley said: 
“We’re all animal lovers and 


big softies so there were lots 
of tears. 

“It’s tough to see innocent, 
beautiful bears with cataracts 
and wounds. 

“But in India, there is a 
much different attitude 
towards animals than in the 
UK and other countries. 

“Our focus was to help as 
many of the bears as possible 
and thanks to this trip, many 
were given a new, well- 
deserved lease of life.” 

The team took with them 
almost £100,000 worth of 
ophthalmic equipment, most 
of it loaned by the AHT.

Mr Dean, a farmer who lives in 
the cottage with his girlfriend, 
Victoria Harris, said: “It’s dev¬ 
astating to see the state of the 
cottage but I just feel extremely 
fortunate - I could have quite 
easily been killed. 

“Victoria wasn’t here at the 
time so it was just me upstairs 
asleep in bed. My bedroom is 
directly above where the car 
came crashing into the living 
room. 

“I heard this loud screech 
outside and that was followed by 
a massive bang. Before I knew it, 
the whole cottage was shaking. 

“For some reason I sort of knew 
exactly what had happened. I ran 
quickly downstairs and that’s 
when I saw the car inside the 


house. There was smoke every¬ 
where and then all I could see 
was rubble.” 

The couple plan to move in 
with Mr Dean’s father, Philip, who 
lives in nearby Long Meadow, 
until it is safe to move back in. 

Mr Dean dialled 999 and 
police, as well as two fire crews 
from Cambridge and another 
crew from Burwell attended. 

A spokeswoman for Camb¬ 
ridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service said: “Crews arrived to 
find a vehicle had collided into 
the front of the building. Nobody 
was trapped inside the vehicle 
and nobody was injured.” 

A spokesman for Cambridge¬ 
shire Police said: “I can confirm 
the male driver of the car was 
arrested at the scene on suspicion 
of drink driving and has been 
held in custody at Parkside.” 


Website helps doggies find their dates 


DOG breeders will be 
able to find a suitable 
mate for their pooch 
thanks to technology 
developed by New¬ 
market scientists. 

Experts at the Animal 
Health Trust (AHT) have 
teamed up with the 
Kennel Club to create 
the online Mate Select 
service, which allows 
breeders to assess the 
impact of a proposed 


mating on the genetic 
diversity of a puppy. 

Professor Jeff 

Sampson, the Kennel 
Club’s chief scientific 
advisor, said: “Too many 
puppy buyers unwit¬ 
tingly buy from back 
street breeders, who do 
nothing to safeguard the 
health their puppies or 
of their chosen breed. 
This service is designed 
to rectify that.” 


Sarah Blott, head of 
the quantitative genetics 
team at the Kennel Club 
Canine Genetics Centre, 
added: “Purebred dogs 
are an important part of 
our lives, but we have a 
responsibility to use the 
information and science 
available to ensure that 
they are as healthy as 
possible. 

“As science develops 
and our knowledge 


about dog health grows 
there have become an 
increasingly complex set 
of considerations that 
breeders need to take 
into account. 

“Mate Select helps 
them to make breeding 
decisions that will 
prevent the decline of 
genetic diversity and 
stop harmful genes from 
being passed down 
through the gene pools.”

M ike Bartlett’s new 
play follows the 
fortunes of two 
lovers through 40 turbulent 
years - from their initial 
undergraduate romance in 
the heady summer of 1967 
through all the bitter trials 
of life. 

The Guide caught up with the 
playwright to find out more about 
this panoramic, sweeping drama 
of life and love. 

What was the inspiration 
behind Love, Love, Love ? Is it 
based on real experiences? 

It’s not based on real people or 
experiences directly but of course 
experience is the fuel for the 
drama - the rhythm of family 
arguments, what it feels like to fall 
in love, etc. 

The play more came out of 
noticing how people my age (late 
20s/30s) found it impossible to 
buy a house and were instead 
renting them from people of our 
parents’ generation. Along with 
the introduction of student fees, 
the increased difficulty of getting 
good work, it felt like a number of 
the things our generation were 
promised had failed to materialise. 

On the other hand, I was also 
fascinated by that baby boomer 
generation - their life, optimism, 
energy, their capacity for change 
and their hope in the future. I 
wondered if there was something 


in the idea of placing love at the 
heart of everything that went 
beyond hippy ideals, and was in 
fact what at the centre of what life 
should be all about. 

What would you like audiences 
to take from the play? 

Whatever they like! The play 
doesn’t have a message. I don’t 
think you go to the theatre for a 
lecture or a sermon. I just hope the 
audience has a funny and 


provocative night out, watching 
this strange couple falling in and 
out of love, through their whole 
lives, from 1967 to 2011. 

Kenneth and Sandra seem so 
unaware of the effect they have 
had on their children. Do you 
like them? Do you find them 
representative of a generation? 

Actually, I may be alone in this, 
but I love Kenneth and Sandra. I 
love their vitality and how they 


attack life full-on. They do nothing 
by halves. They don’t represent a 
generation, although quite a few 
people have said they recognise 
certain aspects in their behaviour. I 
think Ken and Sandra are aware of 
how their children are behaving 
and what’s become of them, but 
they refuse to take responsibility 
for it. By the final scene their 
children are adults and, as Ken 
says, “For better or worse they 
have made their own decisions”. 
The play spans 40 years. Was it 
difficult to write such a large 
timescale? 

We focus on the family, so that 
helped to make sure it was one 
story, but the period of each act 
was very important. It involved 
watching a lot of interviews from 
1967, to get the rhythm of speech 
and the feel of that time. It’s 
amazing how different a room is 
without phones (mobile or 
landline), or the internet and with 
only a small black and white 
television as a window on the 
wider world. I think rooms were 
something different then - more 
private and enclosed. In 2011 the 
outside world pours into our 
homes constantly. I loved writing 
about that difference.

Howto 
produce 
a winner 

A MUSICAL about Nazis?

Calculating that he could 
make more money by 
producing a flop than a 
hit, the musical maverick 
sets out to employ the 
worst stars and the worst 
director to bring to life a 
show that is guaranteed 
to go down like a lead 
balloon.

TODD Phillips’s hair of the 
dog to the highest grossing 
comedy film of 2009 is a 
101-minute alcohol-and 
drug-fuelled bender that 
strands the same 
beleaguered characters in 
the same hellish nightmare 
and watches them squirm. 
The location may have 
changed from sun-baked 
Las Vegas to tropical 
Thailand but The Hangover 
Part II rests lazily on its 
moldering laurels, 
engineering familiar 
scenarios to inflict the 
maximum physical and 
emotional distress on the 
two-dimensional characters. 
The sequel curbs a few 
excesses - less plot, fewer 
laughs, less fun - and 
merrily chugs down a 
cocktail of racist, sexist and 
homophobic jibes that leave 
a nasty taste in the mouth. 
Phillips’s film is crass and 
offensive and doesn’t paint 
Thailand or its people in a 
particularly favourable light, 
trading on stereotypes for 
the sake of a snigger. 

Almost without exception, 
the male characters are 
unlikeable and deserve 



everything they get. 

Dentist Stu Price (Ed Helms) 
has fallen madly in love with 
Lauren (Jamie Chung) and 
they plan to marry in a 
traditional ceremony in 
Thailand. 

Best friends Phil Wenneck 
(Bradley Cooper), Doug 
Billings (Justin Bartha) and 
Alan Garner (Zach 
Galifianakis) are invited and 
they take the long-haul flight 
with Lauren’s 16-year-old 
brother Teddy (Mason Lee), 
who is destined for a career 
in medicine. 

The next morning, Phil, Stu 
and Alan wake in a sleazy 
Bangkok hotel room, with 
pounding headaches and no 
recollection of the night 
before, and in Alan’s case, 


considerably less hair. 

The Hangover Part II is a 
tasteless, preposterous and 
ultimately pointless tale of 
east meets west which 
careens from one 
improbable set piece to the 
next. 

Cooper’s natural charm wilts 
in the heat while poor Helms 
is the butt of most of the 
jokes, literally so for a 
sequence at a dancing club 
where the screenwriters 
become sniggering 
schoolboys. 

Galifianakis is obnoxious 
from his opening scene and 
we struggle to comprehend 
his presence at the wedding, 
other than to drive the other 
protagonists to drink.

GARDENING 


Quirky ways to 
add touch of art 


C HELSEA unveiled its new 
artisan gardens category 
for the first time this year, 
where designers were asked to 
use natural, sustainably resourced 
materials artistically. 

Driftwood, reclaimed bricks and 
cockleshell edgings were among the 
items which featured in the displays. Yet 
you shouldn’t have to look too far to find 
bits and pieces that can add historical, 
elegant and quirky touches to your own 
garden, whatever the setting. 

Second-hand shops, reclamation yards 
and even car boot sales can be an 
Aladdin’s cave of unusual containers and 
statues, chimney pots which can be 
upended to house colourful plants, quirky 
garden seating and ornaments. 

Old railway platform seats and seating 
from boats have been put to use in the 
past, while DIY enthusiasts have 
constructed seats featuring little more 
than a short piece of scaffolding plank 
resting on two neat piles of old bricks. 
Funky benches have been made using old 
tyres at either end supporting seats of 
painted scaffolding planks. 

If you live near the sea, explore the 
beach to search for driftwood, or shells 
which you could use to make a feature 
mosaic to hang on your house wall.

Mosaics and patterns can also be made 
out of pebbles or broken coloured tiles 
arranged Roman style. 

Fallen logs can be used to edge paths, 
while those on a budget may be more 
inclined to go for local gravel. 

Eye-catching containers can be made 
out of anything you may otherwise dump, 
from old food cans painted with brightly 
coloured weather-resistant paint, to sinks 
which can house a myriad of rock plants, 
and teapots, mugs and rusty buckets with 
holes drilled in the bottom which can be 
planted up and strategically placed to 
brighten up the scene. 

Old wicker baskets can also make 
good plant pots, stained, varnished and 
lined with black plastic, while broken 
pots can be used for a display of rock 
plants such as sempervivums, surrounded 
by broken bits of pot. 


Wine aficionados who are lucky 
enough to have had their vino delivered 
in wooden boxes with lovely embossed 
logos should consider growing salad 
crops in them. See if your local wine 
merchant might have any boxes spare and 
preserve the wood with Danish oil to 
weatherproof it, as well as drilling holes 
in the base for drainage. Port boxes can 
also act as good containers. 

You can also grow crops in old 
drawers, weatherproofing the wood first 
and then drilling holes for drainage and 
lining the drawers with plastic. 

You may also have to add corner 
braces to the drawers to stop the wood 
from warping, but they will make eye¬ 
catching veg containers. 

Use your own home-grown stems of 
bamboo, when the canes are green and 
flexible, or red dogwood, to cut and 
weave into plant supports. 

If you want to create an arch which 
will be smothered in flowering plants, but 
don’t want to spend a fortune, you can do 
it cheaply by bending old lengths of 
metal pipe or builders’ reinforcing bars, 
which will all be hidden by the climbers. 

You don’t have to go to Chelsea to find 
inspiration in recycling your junk - just 
think twice before chucking out that old 
chipped teapot...

Historic Euro-NCAP results 


THE latest batch of 
Euro-NCAP safety test 
results have just been 
made public and, in a 
historic first, the Nissan 
Leaf became the first 
ever electric vehicle to 
receive top marks (five 
stars). 

The reigning European 
and World Car of the Year 
earned an 89 per cent rating 
for adult safety, an 83 per 
cent rating for child pro¬ 
tection and an 84 per cent 
rating for its on-board safety 
assist systems, which in¬ 
clude Electronic Stability 
Control (ESC) and a speed 
limiter as standard. The 
compact family hatchback 
also earned a higher-than- 
average 65 per cent score for 
pedestrian safety, thanks in 
part to the low nose design 
and the comparative lack of 


‘hard points’ under the 
bonnet. 

“The Nissan Leaf proves 
that EVs can achieve the 
same safety levels as tra¬ 
ditional cars. The standard is 
now set for the next gener¬ 
ation of such cars on the 
European market,” said Euro- 
NCAP Secretary General 
Michiel van Ratingen. 

Nissan Leaf’s safety assess¬ 
ment followed standard 
Euro-NCAP procedure, with 
tests for frontal impact, side 
impact, side pole impact and 
whiplash. The car’s 48 
lithium-ion battery modules, 
which are housed in a special 
compartment beneath the 
floor, completely withstood 
all the impacts. 

The EV’s battery system 
was switched on during the 
crash simulations to test the 
in-built safety measures of 
the electrical system, which 
includes automatic cut-off 


isolation in the event of an 
accident. The car passed 
those with flying colours, too. 

“We are not surprised by 
these results,” said Jerry 
Hardcastle, Nissan’s vice 
president of vehicle design & 
development. “Nissan Leaf 
has gone through more tests 
than any car we have ever 
produced. On top of the 
conventional offset barrier 
and side impact tests, we 
have tested the electrical 
system in every way to ensure 
it can never be overcharged 
and that the isolation 
programme works as 
intended in a crash.” 

The Lexus CT 200h has 
emphatically proved its safety 
credentials with a top five- 
star rating from Euro-NCAP. 

The organisation’s in¬ 
dependent crash testing of 
the new full hybrid luxury 
hatchback produced an over¬ 
all score of 83 per cent, well 


above the benchmark for 
gaining the top ranking. 

With the new Focus, Ford 
has become the first non¬ 
premium automaker to win 
two Euro-NCAP Advanced 
rewards. 

The Ford Focus was recog¬ 
nised for Active City Stop, 
which monitors the road 
ahead and brakes automati¬ 
cally if a collision is immin¬ 
ent, and Lane Keeping Aid, 
which uses a forward camera 
to detect if a vehicle drifts out 
of its lane and applies a small 
amount of steering input to 
alert the driver. 

The Focus has earned 
Euro-NCAP’s maximum five- 
star crash safety rating, 
including the highest 
possible dynamic score for 
child protection in both 
frontal and side impact 
collision tests. Focus also 
excelled in the adult and 
pedestrian safety categories.

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Car owners are happier, with 
better servicing a key factor 


MOTORISTS are growing 
more satisfied with their 
vehicles, according to a 
survey of more than 16,000 
car owners. 

And the biggest increase in 
satisfaction levels over the last 12 
months has come in the car 
servicing category, the poll found. 

The Lexus IS was the top-rated 
model and Lexus also topped the 
manufacturers’ satisfaction table 
in the survey by information 
services company JD Power and 
Associates and What Car? 
magazine. 

In contrast, the Ford Ka was 
108th and last in the model table, 
while Vauxhall was bottom of the 
28-strong manufacturers’ table. 

Overall, satisfaction levels 
averaged 79.4 per cent compared 
with 78.9 per cent in last year’s 
survey.

Petrol models more popular than diesel 


PETROL cars still beat 
diesel models in the pop¬ 
ularity stakes despite the 
typically higher fuel econ¬ 
omy of diesel engines, a 
study of UK motorists has 
revealed. 

Some 35 per cent opted 
for a petrol model 
compared to 25 per cent 
for diesel according to the 
survey of 1,700 people. 

High diesel prices may be 
making car buyers think 
twice about running a 
diesel car despite the 
typically strong fuel 
efficiency of these cars. 
Such efficiency capabilities 
are helping to boost interest 
in hybrid models however, 
as 10 per cent said they 
would buy a hybrid. This is 
impressive as alternative 
fuel vehicles, including 
hybrids, claimed just 1.1 
per cent of the UK’s new 
car market in 2010.

Diesel cars attracted a 
higher percentage of the 
male vote, however, with 
29 per cent of men com¬ 
pared to 22 per cent of 
women saying they’d 
choose a diesel car.

Sadly though, electric 


cars are failing to spark 
much interest with the 
public with just 2 per cent 
saying they would opt for 
an electric car. 

Spokesman for Contract 
HireAndLeasing.com, 
Richard Lawton, said: 
“Although diesel took 46.1 
per cent of the new car 
market last year, this figure 


included registrations from 
fleet buyers and business 
car users who favour diesel 
because of its fuel 
efficiency over long trips. 

“Private buyers have 
shown that they still prefer 
petrol; for its lower pence 
per litre cost, suitability to 
smaller cars and the quiet¬ 
ness of petrol engines.”

Double European 
champion Mo Farah won the men’s race in 
29min 15sec with Jack, who clocked 3hr 3min 
in the London Marathon, finished in 37.53. 

Ben Blowes was happy with his 40.55, which 
saw him clock 79 miles in his first week back in 
marathon training, while Simon Archer (48.36) 
and Peter Circuit (51.11) completed the quartet.

House alarm 
after a late 
injury worry 


CARLTON House has suffered a minor 
setback in his preparation for Saturday’s 
Investec Derby at Epsom, but is still expected 
to line up in the race. 

The Queen’s colt has been the hot favourite 
for the world’s most famous Flat race since 
turning in an impressive display in the Dante 
Stakes at York. 

Her Majesty’s racing manager, john Warren, 
said: “Following a routine canter yesterday 
(Monday), Carlton House was found to have a 
small amount of filling in his near-fore joint at 
evening stables. 

“As a result precautionary X-rays were 
taken which revealed no abnormalities, and 
we remain hopeful that he is on target for 
Saturday.” 

Ed Dunlop put some final touches to the 
preparation of his Derby challenger Native 
Khan on Tuesday morning after getting 
involved in a merry-go-round of jockeys 
when Kieren Fallon, the grey’s intended 
partner, chose Aidan O’Brien’s Recital. 

After finding out Oliver Peslier, who steered 
Native Khan to third in the 2000 Guineas, was 
also unavailable, Dunlop instead chose the 
experienced hands of fohnny Murtagh. 

“lohnny only found out he had the ride at 
6pm last night, so Native Khan did a piece of 
work this morning with one of the usual 
work-riders, and it went very well,” said 
Dunlop, who did not disclose whether the 


Irishman would sit on the colt before 
Saturday afternoon. 

The trainer said: “We are delighted to have 
johnny on our side. He has already won the 
race on Sinndar, High Chaparral and 
Motivator, and he is a world-class jockey with 
a fantastic record around Epsom. 

“Obviously, it was disappointing hearing 
that Kieren had changed his mind, and I felt 
particularly sorry for the owners, who wanted 
him to ride and thought that they had their 
man. 

“But it’s no big deal - Native Khan has run 
five times, and Kieren was only aboard twice. 
Olivier Peslier has to ride for the Wertheimer 
brothers at Longchamp on Saturday, so had 
to decline. 

“However, getting johnny is a real coup.” 

■ Newmarket trainer William Haggas will 
chair a Royal Ascot Preview Evening at 
Swynford Hotel on june 12. 

A successful Cheltenham preview, again 
sponsored by Star Sports, was held in March, 
and the Ascot panel will feature Luca Cumani, 
Simon Crisford, William Buick, Channel 4 
Racing’s Emma Spencer, the BHA’s senior 
handicapper Phil Smith and Star Sports’ Luke 
Tarr.

George hoping 
Siren’s on song 
for Oaks mission 

IIMMY George can hardly believe he will 
be returning to Epsom with another 
Classic contender tomorrow as Siren’s 
Song goes for glory in the Investec Oaks. 
The marketing director of Newmarket- 
based Tattersalls had the excitement of 
having a share in leading Derby hope 
Curtain Call in 2008, although he 
disappointed when finishing 10th. 

The jessica Harrington-trained Siren’s 
Song impressed when winning a Listed 
race at Navan in April, but George admits 
the fillies’ Classic is a massive jump in 
class. 

“It’s obviously very exciting and I probably 
don’t deserve to be involved with another 
Classic contender quite so quickly after 
the last one,” said George. 

“I thought when we had Curtain Call that 
would be as good as it would get, but it’s 
amazing to be going back to Epsom again 
with another runner. 

“Siren’s Song is a nice filly who won very 
well in a Listed race at Navan. 

“This is a big step up for her, but jessica 
has always held her in high regard and 
wouldn’t be bringing her over unless she 
thought she had a chance. 

“She hasn’t run since April and we could 
have run her in one of the more 
recognised Oaks trials, but she only came 
into training in january and had two runs 
quite quickly. 

“She was quite backward as a two year 
old, but she has obviously come on leaps 
and bounds since then.” 

George admits Curtain Call’s display was 
not what they had hoped for, but he 
knows how competitive the Classics are. 
Tomorrow’s race will feature English 1000 
Guineas heroine Blue Bunting, as well as 
recent Irish Guineas scorer Misty For Me. 
George continued: “Fingers crossed Siren’s 
Song can run a little better than he did, 
but it looks a very good Oaks with two 
Classic winners in there and plenty of 
other well-regarded fillies.”

Mac faces fists of Fury for title

PAT McAleese has been handed a shot at the 
Irish light-middleweight title against Phill Fury. 

The Newmarket boxer (below) qualifies for the 
belt through his father’s side of the family and is 
excited about the opportunity of fighting for the 
crown at Wembley Arena on july 23. 


He said: “I’m much more experienced as a pro 
than he is, so I expect Phill’s ‘0’ to go. 

“Neither of us have power punching records, 


but I’ve boxed a lot more rounds than he has and 
I’ll be looking to take him apart. 

“I’ll box him for the first few rounds and once 
it gets to the fourth or fifth, I’ll start pressing him 
back because that’s where he isn’t used to being.” 

McAleese had been due to box at a show at 
London’s York Hall on Saturday but has 
pulled out to prepare for his title shot, 
as well as feeling he needed a break 
after a below-par performance in 
beating AA Lowe in front of a 
home crowd at Tattersalls last 
month. 

He said: “I had three weeks 
off the gym and just relaxed 
and recharged my batteries 
ready to go for a training camp. 
“With my last fight, it was the 
► second time I’ve boxed soon after 
another bout, and both times I’ve 
felt flat in the second one. 

‘I’ve got to learn from that now and 
give myself time to come down, because it’s 
hard to peak each time. 

“Boxing at Wembley will be amazing and it will 
definitely pick me up and give me the oomph I 
need to get back in training.” 


McAleese, 24, said: “I was on holiday 
when I was told I’d got the fight and I’m 
really pleased to be given the chance 
of going for the Irish title. 

“I boxed for an Irish select 
team against Canada as an 
amateur, and I’m sure my 
grandparents on my dad’s side 
would be proud of me if they 
were still here.” 

Fury, 20, is unbeaten, having 
chalked up his most recent win ^ 
earlier this month against Louis 
Byrne - his third success over the 
Cambridge puncher. 

But McAleese believes he will be too 
strong for his Lancaster-based opponent, 
who has yet to box beyond six rounds.

THE drubbing of luckless Isle of 
Wight was just the tonic for 
Mildenhall, who missed the 
chance to go for their first away 
win of the season when 
Monday’s match at Newport 
was washed out.

After being taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital, 
Cambridge early diagnosis of 
two broken legs and a broken 
pelvis signified the horrifying 
nature of the crash. 

Aaron Baseby was involved in 
the first of two controversies in 
heat 8. He ran the impressive 
Rob Smith wide on the first two 
turns, but Smith dived back less 
than a lap later with Baseby 
hitting the deck and being 
excluded.
